PRESIDENT 
f VRTEK'S 
REPORT. 


President Carter's annual report for 


1S97, reviewing the general condition and 
the prospects of Williams college, has 
just been published. In this report Doctor 
CarU r pays a very just tribute to the 
memory ot the late Prof. Dodd,—the best 
and truest estimate of the man we have 
yet -een. A hopeful view is taken of 
'Wilh.ims penera! scholarship and its 
stand irds. 
It is certainly true that year 


byynr, under Dr. Carter's direction, the 
stann ird at Williams is being raised and, 
more and more, money and time is being 
given to perfect the different departments 
of the college. 


Thf president's report notes that a limit 


to the growth of the college must shortly 
come unless the number of teachers can 
be increased. It 19 estimated that the 
num ier at 'Williams the past year was all 
that was desired with the present teach- 
ing force. President Carter feels that in 
the future the college, because of lack of 
funo-, and the numbers desiring to come 
to ^Villiams, will extend less aid to stu- 
dents During the last three years about 
one-third of all the term bills has been 
given in assistance to students. This is 
too trreat a burden for the college to 
carr\. 


Tho amount received by the college in 


cash as gift or legacies during the year 
was -10 293. Real estate in Washington, 
D. C , to the value of?25,000 was deeded 
to tl ecollege. A gift of '100,000 from the 
late Judge Sheldon of Illinois is noted. 
The colleges deficit for the year is about 
$5,0(H 
The college's income has been 


greatly reduced by falling interest rates. 
Dr. (. arter says on this point: "The con- 
stantly declining rate of interest is a se- 
noui fact in the present conditions of any 
educational institution. Excellent bonds 
are c onstantly maturing and the capita' 
can be reinvested only at n, much lower 
rate 
The sum of *50,000 in 7 per cent, 


bonds manning, as occurred here about a 
jreai ago, can hardly be safely reinvested 
at a rate much above 4A per cent. Here 
is n loss in income at once of $1,250. It is 
largely by this process and partly by the 
deflating of certain bonds that the in- 
come of our railroad securities has been 
reduced about »J,000 in five years though 
the total income from all sources remains 
about the same." 


Tne increasing usefulness of the college 


infirmary is pointed out by Dr. Carter in 
his report. 
Some improvement in the 


appearance of the burial place of Col. 
Williams ner.r Lake George has been 
made during the year. But the marble 
shall could not be repaired and is situated 
BO lar from -tillage and dwelling house 
thut it cannot be protected, though it can 
now be hardly more disfigured by relic 
hunters, and its replacement by a more 
en nring and costly memorial should be 
coniidered. 
The caro of the rock, monu- 


ment and enclosure has been committed 
to i he Caldwell Village Improvement as- 
scx lation, which is interested in preserv- 
ing them for their historical value, and 
thev will no doubt have'proper attention 
while the association exists. 


'1 ne decision of the Massachusetts su- 


preme court against the colleg in the tax 
qu-stion is disposed of by mere notice of 
tks fact. In his concluding paragraph 
Dr. Carter truly says: "In closing this re- 
port 
it 
seems 
to me reasonable to 


say that the general movement of the col- 
lege during the year gives us ground to 
believe that though Williams is not likely 
to become a wealthy college, its position 
and influence in spite of peculiar difficul- 
ties, yearly command greater respect."

They say they 
do not want to nee the line drawn here ag 
it IB in the South, and as long as the white, 
do not attempt to do it they see no reason 
why the colored people should. On the 
other hand, there are some colored peo- 
ple in town who came from the South and 
they think they would feel more com- 
fortable in a church of their own, What 
the outcome of the movement will be oan- 
uot now be stated, but the chances are 
that not enough money will be raised to 
insure its .access at present.

(From the Benmcgton Banner.] 


The report of George H, Burch ofBen- 


nington, statistician of the Vermont State 
Firemen's association, will show the fol- 
lowing conditions: 


There are in Vermont 37 water works 


systems covering 42 cities and villages! 
which have a population of 134,003 and 
grand list of $703,210. Of these 17 are 
owned by the respective corporations; 
seven by private companies; seven not re- 
ported, In addition to above, seven Til- 
ages and towns with population of 8239 
and grand list of $33,676 have systems sup. 
plying water for domestic purposes only, 
and two others with 6136 population and 
$38,955 grand list have systems which 
pump Water into cisterns for fire purposes. 


Of the 245 towns in Vermont 1S2 have 


no fire protection; seven do not report, 
and in the remaining 56 there are 62 or- 
ganized and unorganized fire departments. 
The 189 towns have a population of 156,- 
299, a grand list of f519,839 and in 1896 had 
180 flres with a property loss of $263,709, 
and insurance loss of $133,994. 


In the 62 the population is 176.123; grand 


list,' $1,016,496 and the fires in 1896 were 
149; property loss, 5357,272; insurance IOBS, 
|233,695. 


These figures are based on the census of 


1890 and grand list of 1805. They show 
population of state 332,421; grand list in 
$1,836,335. The fires in 1896, according to 
L. S. Hayes, were 329; property loss of 
|621,071; insurance loss, $367,689,

Big Day in This City Monday 


By County Courts. 


FINE PARADE IN THE FORENOON 


The Alerts of Adams Get Prize for Best 


Appearance in Line. 
Sports on 


Fair Grounds. 
Hose Race 


Breaks the World's 


Record. 


The Berkshire 
county Foresters of 


America honored this city Monday by 
holding their first annual field day here. 
They found the people of this section 
very responsive to their desires and appre- 
ciative of the event they held for enter- 
tainment and profit. 


The matter of holding the field day has 


been under advisement for some months 
and for an almost similar length of time 
toe committee of arrangements has been 
at work preparing for the event. The 
success of the day compliments the judg- 
ment of the committee and the commit- 
tee's efforts were satisfactorily rewarded 
by the large attendance. The field day 
was a success, not a phenomenal one, but 
a satisfying event to the societies under 
whose auspices it was held and to the 
large number of persons who gave it their 
patronage. 
Had the 
sun shown less 


fiercely than it did there would have been 
pleasanter memories of the day and much 
more pleasure in its enjoyment, but the 
committee of arrangements and the spec- 
tators at the sports and viewers of the 
parade were alike powerless to alter the 
weather. 


The Foresters made their first stroke 


for popularity in their parade in the fore- 
noon. The parade was lafe owing to a 
misunderstanding with the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad. The success of the day 
was very much contributed to by mem- 
bers and efforts of Court Adams of Adams 
and when the special train, bearing the 
delegations from .the southern part of the 
county, passed through Adams it did not 
stop, much to the amazement of our neigh- 
bors, the Foresters. Station Agent Har- 
rington telegraphed headquarters about 
the unexpected happening and in a very 
short space of time orders were issued for 
a special train to go from this city to Ad- 
ams for the accommodation of the neg- 
lected hundreds that stood there waiting. 


When the special bearing the large 


Adams delegation arrived the marching 
column formed and moved in the line of 
march. The column was of greater length 
than was expected, but its march was a 
little curtailed. The column consisted of 
Caief Marshal, William O'Brien of Ad- 
ams; aids, Sherffs Frink and Moloney ot 
this city; platoon of police under com- 
mand of Captain Parrow; St. Joseph's 
band, Pittsfield; Court North Adams, F. 
of A,, North Adams; delegation troin 
North Adams fire department; Citizens 
band, Wlliamstown; Court City of Pitts- 
fleld, Pittsfield; Court Waconah, Daltoo; 
Court Ferncliff, Lee; Lafayette band, Ad- 
ams; Alert hose company, Adams; Court 
Adams, Adams. The line of march was 
as follows from the monument: Down 
Main to Eagle street, Baglo to Centre, 
Centre to Holden, Holden to Main, Main 
to State, State to Summer, Summer to 
Church, Church to Main, Main to fair 
grounds. 


A prize of $25 was offered for the best 


appearing company in line, and as the 
line passed The Wilson it was reviewed 
by Col. F. S. Eichardson, A. M. Tinker 
and E. J. Godfrey, who were chosen as 
judges to determine to which company 
the prize was due. The judges awarded 
the prize to the Alert hose company of 
Adams. 
The Alerts made a handsome 


appearance. 
They were dressed in the 


attractive buff uniform that has won 
them prizes before and each man had hold 
of a brand new rope that extended from 
the elaborate hose cart that brought up in 
the rear of the company. The hose cart 
was covered with flowers, making a very 
pleasing feature of the parade, and the 
company oarri«d-at the head of its line a 
large motto, "1 Alert 1." The Alerts were 
picked out by the spectators as well as by 
the judges as the best appearing company, 
for all along the line they were greeted 
with applause. 
Court City of Pittsfield 


showed its fraternity by the strength in 
which it appeared; Court Adams made a 
most creditable showing, both in num- 
bers and dress, and the delegations from 
Courts Waconah of Daltou and Ferncliff 
of Lee attracted deserved attention though 
notso large in numbers as the others. 


Tlie Sports. 


The sports were witnessed by a crowd 


estimated at 3,000, and the attendance 
would doubtless have been considei ably 
larger if it had not been for the intense 
heat. It was an extremely uncomfortable 
day both for those who took part in the 
sports and the spectators. 


A quoit match was pitched by William 


Dalgleish and Alexander McDonald of 
this city against David Carduff and John 
Reich of Renfrew. 
The game took the 


attention of those interested in quoits and 
was watched with interest from opening 
to close. The North Adams men won by 
a score of 31 to 27. The prize was $10. 


The free-for-all bicycle race was run by 


Phil Powers of Adams and Jar vie, Bartlett 
and Messier of this city. It was a one- 
mile race and would have been won easily 
by Powers if his wheel had not given out 
soon after passing the last 
quarter. 


He 
had 
trailed 
behind 
until the 


last quarter was reached, when he shot 
past the other three riders like a rocket. 
Jarvie took after him hotly and the other 
two were left well behind. On the home 
stretch Powers wobbled badly and just 
before reaching the wire Jarvie passed 
him by working for all he was worth. 
When they stopped it was learned that 


Powers' forward tire was punctured at 
the upper turn and he had ridden the 
home stretch with his forward rim on the 
ground. The fact that he was able to hold 
out and come so near winning the race 
under suoh conditions waa remarkabl3 
and brought to Mr. Powers all the glory 
that a victory without accident would 
have afforded, and even more. Jarvie 
took the first prize, a $20- gold medal; the 
second, a $15 diamond stud, went to 
Powers, and the third a $5 gold Veeder 
cyclometer, went to Bartlett. 


The same riders competed in the mile 


race for local riders, Powers having been 
supplied with a good wheel. T.he men 
rode very slowly for three quarters of a 
mile and finished with a grand spurt in 
which Powers plainly showed his super- 
iority of the other competitors. He shot 
away from them,, with ease and took first 
prize with no trouble whatever. Bartlett 
came in second, Jarvie third and Messier 
fourth. The prizes were: First, a pair of 
opera glasses valued at $10; second, a 
searchlight lamp; third, a Veeder cyclo- 
meter valued at $3.

There was much interest in a 135-yards 


handicap foot race for a purse of $50. The 
winners ot the trial heats, with their 
handicap, were as followr: T Buckley of 
this city, lOyards; W Buckley of tliis city:

FIKST-CLASS HOSE RACE. 


The World'* Record Broken By the 


Turner* Fall* Team. 


The hose race was one of the prettiest 


and most satisfactory ever run in this city. 
The competing teams were the Sham- 
rocks of Turners Falls, the John H. Aahe 
of Chicopee Falls and the North Adams 
team. Moses Nichols was hydrant judge 
and the judges and timers were P. F. Gar- 
vey of Pittsfield, William Mahan of this 
city and Sheriff William O'Brien of Ad- 
ams. 
A. T. Lacey of Adams was the 


starter. The teams had to run 200 yards 
to hydrant, attach and lay 300 feet of hose, 
break coupling and attach nozzle.
